To smoke the best bacon, fat you bogs earlyand 
by fattening early, you make a great

weather will allow, and salt as soon as the animal 
heat is gone, with a plenty of the purest salt and 


about half an ounce of saltpetre to one hundred 
pounds of pork, 


As soon us the meat is salted to your taste, which 
will generally be in about five weeks, take it out, 
and ifany of it has been covered with brine, let it 
drain a litde. Then take black pepper, finely 
ground, and dust on the flesh side, and on the hock 
end as much as will. stick, then hang it upon a good,

fly lime in the spring your bacen is so weil eured 
on the outside, that flies or Lugs will not disturb 
it.

| Of the Barque Daniel Webster, which bailed from Bos- 
ton en the 23d of Sept., 1349, for California, 
with sixty passengers. 
| Sunday, at half past twelve o'clock, we weighed 
lanchor, and being taken in tow by the steamer Ja-

Sept. 30th, spoke an English vessel bound to New 
York. We were then in the Gulf Stureain. Our 
ship proved to be a goed sea boat in the first gale 
we had, which wasin the Gulf. To ene who has 
uever made a voyage around Cape Horn, a descrip- 
tion of the monotony and dul, dreary hours they 
tnust pass away, may net be altogether utniss at 
this time. First, the disagreeable motion of the ves- | 
sel destroys all inclination to exercise, and indeed 
if one was disposed to exercise the ship is general- 
ly so lurmbered up with buate, water butis, etc, that 
it is Next to impossible to move on deck, and fer 
the first few weeks the carpenters and sailors are 
occupied in getting the vessel in ship-shape order, 
as they call it, which consists in getting every thing 
out of place and then handling every thing over at 
least two or three times each week, to prevent any 
one frem getling used to disorder. At six, all are 
_called, if the nowe and confusion of the night has 
not before driven them on deck, when a general 
scrubbing commences ; the passengers scrub their 
faces, the sailors scrub the decks, and the cook 
scrubs more dirt onto his, coppers in the galicy 
than his previous neglect has allowed to accumu- 
late. At eight, yeu hear the cattto breakfast, which | 
consists of two pint mugs of bad coffee with bat 
sugar, cold horse, us the men are pleased to call 
their salt beef, and sour butt hash or sour half beil- 
ed hasty pudding. All assemble in their different 
departments and greedily devour that which they 
would spurn to give their hogs athome. Thet 
commences the different avocations of the day. 
Some are reading, here and there is a musita! ge- 
nis endeavoring to sew what itharmonious tiscord 
can be blown on er out of a very antiquated Hute, 
futile group may be seen aasembled here and there 
thending their unmentionables, some are setting 
the dirt more firmly into the pores of their dirty. 
shirts by rubbing on bad soap and then washing 
off in cold salt water which they invariably curse 
for not making suds, some are playing cards, seme 
are quarrelling about some trivial affair, and very 
few at the most minding their own business.
